T he youngster

full weight

wus burled to a depth of more than 
a foot. 
Mth. Daniel Southall, who resides 
Just across the alley, gave the alarm 
and soon a score or more of people 
were on the scent*. 
Among them was 
John Bowers, a driver for the ice com ­ 
pany, and Stable Boss John Bailey. 
Bowers w ent to work at once 
to ex­ 
tricate th e younger boy, but found, 
after working several minutes, th a t 
he had not selected tin* right point. 
When he finally reached the lad he 
was found to be lying face down, and 
was alm ost dead when dragged out.

the shipment of so many men from 
those plants to other localities, it was 
expected that the main plants of the 
company would be forced to shut down 
by the end of the week. 
The Apollo mill, near Vandergrift, 
is understood to be practically idle 
at present. 
At Hyde Park it was said 
teat a number of non-union men who 
had gone to work there had returned 
to Vandergrift and refused to remain 
in the mill. 
These men were wanted 
to take the place of others who had 
declined to remain in the plant on 
account of unfavorable surroundings. 
Two Clark Mills Started. 
Two mills of the Clark plant of the 
American Steel Hoop company, the 
former employes of which have been 
on a strike for the past two weeks, 
were placed in operation yesterday 
morning through the efforts of Cap­ 
tain L. T. Brown, the general mana­ 
ger of the Upper and Lower Union 
Carnegie mills, who has supervision 
at present cf the Clark plant. 
The starting of these mills came as 
a surprise to the strikers and for a 
time yesterday 
morning there was 
■much scurrying about among them to 
discover how they had been beaten. 
The number of pickets about the mill 
was increased and every precaution 
taken to prevent if possible the spirit­ 
ing in of any more men.

The early melons arrive from 
Florida, and the price fids year lins 
been as high as $5o for KM). Later the 
Trull comes in from Georgia, South 
Carolina, North Carolina, Virginia aud 
Maryland in turn. The last na mod state 
•is the one farthest north in which wa­ 
termelons are grown la quantity. The 
{markets In the middle aud western 
I>f.vTs of tin* United States are sup­ 
plied from Texas, Missouri. Arkansas 
and neighboring states. None of the 
western melons leaches the eastern 
markets, since the freight charges pre­ 
clude the possibility of profit. Quanti­ 
ties of the watermelon** sister fruit, 
the cantaloupe, or muskmelon, howev­ 
er. reach New York from the west. 
W atermelons are shipped In carload 
Sots, About 1,200 constituting a load. 
•Die average price this season has lx*en 
about $250 a carload, giving each mel­ 
on a wholesale price of 20 cents. It Is

Viewed as an Item In the commerce 
of the United States, the watermelon is 
of considerable importance. One hun­ 
dred million melons Is one estimate of 
the size of the average crop. When one 
considers tin* great number of men 
needed to handle these, it will easily 
be seen that thousands of people make 
their living from the fruit. Even after 
it goes to the market the melon passes 
through three or four hands before 
reaching tin* consumer. Later, when 
the watery inside is only a delightful 
memory, the rind furnishes work for 
an army of garbage gatherers in tin* 
cities. Truly the watermelon is a fruit 
whose greatness is unappreciated by 
the average enter.

Furthermore, he would 
be able to guard himself more thor­ 
oughly in any contingency against the 
onslaughts of his enemies. 
Should the issue ever be drawn, 
should the last fight ever be fought, 
John D. Rockefeller would have less 
(banco against a Morgan company than 
against the man J. I*. Morgan. 
Be­ 
sides, corporations never die, and the 
friends of Morgan, one of the most ro­ 
bust of men, promising the most ex­ 
traordinary longevity, ure inclined to 
think that It were wiser for the law 
to perpetuate the tremendous enter­ 
prises of which lie is the head rather 
than risk them to fate aud accident, 
such as may come to any man. 
It is argued by Wall street mon that 
with a chatter Of general powers the 
Morgan company would have even a 
greater capacity than now belongs to 
the group of men of whom Morgan Is 
the center. 
Morgan has taken luto 
partnership many of his lieutenants, 
j like George W. Perkins, one of the vice 


i presidents of tile New York Life In-

Under corporate

speaks. Ile said:' 
“ I have read the recent Wall street 
articles In The Journal regarding the 
rivalry between the Morgan and Rocke- ' 
feller Interests. 
I think the articles I 
have described the situation pretty ac- I 
curately. but of one thing I am certain 
—The Journal has underestimated tin.* 
wealth of John D. Rockefeller. I have 
never seen a newspaper statement that 
approximated it. 
Instead of their fig­ 
ures I should say Mr. Rockefeller is 
worth little less than a thousand mil­ 
lions today. 
“Take his holdings in Standard Oil 
alone. 
They have been worth during 
the present year more than $300,000,- 
000. 
But It must be remembered that 
Mr. Rockefeller, who squanders le ss 
than most rich men ou his personal 
wauts. bas been growing rich at the 
rate of compound interest. 
“ I don’t think any man will deny 
that Mr. Rockefeller has made an av­ 
erage of $30,000,000 a year for teu 
years. 
The reinvestment of this sum 
alone, supposing he had no principal, 
at 5 per cent compound Interest would 
mean the addition of more than $luo,- 
000.000 to bis riches. 
“ But the securities from which this 
income has been derived have steadily 
Increased in value. 
His Standard Oil 
holdings in three or four years have 
doubled In market value, his railway 
and other securities have advanced tre­ 
mendously. and in the past three years 
I his wealth has Increased In a sum 
I which would astonish the American 
people if the actual figures were laid 
; before them. There are few first class 
; railroads In which he does not own 
I some of the stock; there are few trusts 
I in which he has not been compelled to 
| reinvest his constantly Increasing ln- 
j come. 
At the present quotations for 
securities It is impossible that he should 
i be worth much less tpau a thousand 
million dollars. 
“As for the rivalry between Morgan 
. and Rockefeller, as they are the two 
: men who control the most money in 
j America I think this rivalry is natural. 
As yet. however, I think it is without 
hostility. 
Both men are interested in 
many of the same enterprises. Certain­ 
ly I believe that the only man in a 
financial sense to whom Mr. Morgan 
takes off his bat Is John D. Rockefel­ 
ler. 
The sane, observant man well 
knows the silent latent power of his 
vast millions, and I should say that at 
the present time it would be a risky 
venture for Mr. Morgan or any other 
person on eartli to wage financial war 
against John I).

Muck or swami) mud taken out In 
tho fall mid left to freeze and thaw 
during the winter, thou to dry in tile 
summer and placed under cover be­ 
fore fall rains wet it makes one of the 
best absorbents for the liquid manures 
in Hic stables. 
Being well filled with 
vegetable matter, it has a value as a 
fertilizer of itself when used on sandy 
soil or other places deficient in vegeta­ 
ble matter. 
When dry, it lias but lit­ 
tle weight, yet is about as absorbent 
anil porous as ti sponge and possesses 
tile power of retaining tilt* moisture it 
absorbs. 
fo much does it have this 
power that it is often well to facilitate 
drying in the summer by working it 
over and mixing with it leaves or 
strawy manure, both to increase vegeta­ 
ble matter in it and to admit more air 
Into the heap to dry it. 
As an absorb­ 
ent of amnionia it is valuable to use 
for burying dead animals or fish or for 
mixing night soil and lien manure, 


i When large animals are to lie buried in 
it to be converted into fertilizer, use 
plenty of unslaked lime around the 
; carcass to hasten decomposition and to 
prevent the escape of unpleasant odors. 
There are but few farms which have 
not somewhere a deposit of such muck, 
and often two jobs can be combined 
by taking it from ditches, which will 
also serve to drain the swamp or bog. 
The best time for digging it is when 
tile season is very dry.

Mrs. Davis crawled to the house and 
’old her husband what had happened. 
A large posse was quickly organized 
with bloodhounds and they chased the 
negro until early Wednesday morning, 
when he was captured In a swamp.

He was bound hand and foot/ and 
taken to the Davis home for identifi- 
cation. 
News of the assault on Mrs. 
Davis had been spread 
for 
miles 
i round Enterprise, and every farmer 
in the neighborhood had joined in 
the pursuit. 
When the posse arrived 
with Pennington at least 500 persons 
were gathered near the Davis resi­ 
dence. 
A great shout went up when 
the prisoner appeared, but at a signal 
the men withdrew to the woods and 
quietly awaited 
the

Davis. 
Mrs. Davis recognized him as 
I er assailant and the negro broke 
down and wept. 
He admitted having 
committed the assault and pleaded for 
mercy, lint he was dragged from tho 
house to the woods, where the crowd 
had gathered. 
Evidently 
expecting 
the confession, several citizens 
had 
already driven an iron pipe in the 
ground, and as the captors approached 
with Pennington 
both 
whites 
and 
blacks were piling brushwood around 
the stake. 
The negro saw’ his doom, 
end with a seream of terror fell in a 
faint. 
H e was quickly revived and 
dragged to th<> stake, while tile crowd 
stood silently by. The frightened man 
w'as limp and had to be held up while 
the chains were fastened around his 
neck and body. 
A match was applied

Dr. Koch’s views have sot the 
medical world by tho curs, and the war 
against his theories is being 
waged fiercely. They were promulgated 
at the congress on tuberculosis beld in 
London a short time ago. 
I 'ta fessor Koch’s main theme was 
‘ the lies! method of lighting “the white 
J scourge” in the light of experience 
gained iii combating the bubonic dis­ 
ease. cholera, hydrophobia mid espe­ 
cially leprosy. Tile last named lie de­ 
scribed as caused by ii parasite closely 
resembling file tubercle bacillus. 
Dr. 
Koch pronounced hereditary consump­ 
tion to be extremely rare and considers 
that Hic sputum of tin* consumptive 
patient is tho chief source of infection. 
Thus far Dr. Koch’s views wore in 
accordance with those of many of the 
experts present at the congress, but he 
exploded a bombshell when lie said 
that human tuberculosis could not be 
transmitted to or by animals and that 
the danger of Infection by the milk or 
meat was hardly greater titan by hered­ 
itary transmission. 
Measures against 
possible infection of human beings 
through such sources are inadvisable, 
iii Dr. Koch’s opinion. 
The chief so ii rot1 of human tuberculo­ 
sis is tile diffusion of sputum, and nat­ 
ural preventive measures are the re­ 
moval of patients from small over­ 
crowded dwellings, tin* establishment 
of special hospitals for them, tin* com­ 
pulsory notification to the health an 
thorities of cases of tubercular disease, 
systematic disinfection of sickrooms 
and the founding of sanitariums where 
OUK s may be effected. With such pre­ 
cautions generally taken Dr. Koch < x 
presses hopes of ultimately stamping 
out the disease that annually claim* 
hundreds of thousands of victims. 
Dr. Koch’s revolutionary views con 
cerning the impossibility of transmit 
ting tuberculosis by cattle are combat­ 
ed by many eminent men of science. It 
is pointed out that in declaring the 
nonidentity of human and bovine tu 
heroics lie has not enunciated a new 
theory. The general opinion seems to 
be that Dr. Koch's views are quite too 
sanguine aud that in the light of con­

The stir th at has been

among the journeym en barbers has not 
subsided—if any difference, the feeling 
is more intense than ever. 
As has 
been 
stated 
before 
the 
movement for an increase in the char­ 
ges for services on the part of the boss 
barbers is a schem e th at originated 
among a few of the proprietors, and 
has not even the backing and endorse­ 
m ent of the whole trade of the city, not 
to speak of a national or international 
organization. 
The system is anything 
but satisfactory, and there has been a 
break among the patrons of those 
shops where the nAw price list is be­ 
ing enforced, to seek 
other 
shops 
w here the the scale is not effective. 
Some have purchased razors and are 
doing their own work. 
Taken all in 
all, the reform ers are becoming tired 
of the stand they have taken, and it 
is probable a reconsideration of the 
question will be taken at the m eeting 
to be held Monday night. 
Those of 
th e proprietors who have no part in 
the 
movement 
say 
that 
they 
have profited by the lack of good judg­ 
m ent on the part of their com petitors, 
and their trade has increased to a 
m arked degree. 
Another phase of the question is the 
disposition of the journeym en to form 
a union. 
This 
determ ination 
came 
about through a statem ent made that 
the boss barbers proposed to cut the 
wages of their men. 
Since the jour­ 
neym en's m eeting a few evenings ago. 
the success of which m akes it appar­ 
ent that they will have an organiza­ 
tion. the feeling of 
the 
proprietors 
against their more judicious brethren 
who remained out of the combination 
to raise prices, has become so strong 
th a t they 
determ ined 
to 
victimize 
them in some way. 
The declaration 
has been made th at they would keep 
the journeym en 
employed in a cer­ 
tain shop out of the barbers’ 
union 
and a num ber of them pretend to be­ 
lieve this could be 
done. The propri­ 
etor and employes 
have been giv­ 
en the positive assurance th at when 
the proper tim e comes the latter will 
not only be adm itted to m em bership 
but that their em ployer will be given 
all the protection he desires.

•to persons of African descent, though

race for the watermelon eating record. 
It is doubtful which of these two sec­ 
tions of the populace does more to get 
rid of the crop, and they are aided by

U nfortunately for the great Ameri­ 
can public, this year’s melon crop lins 
been very poor both in quantity and 
quality. Lovers of Citrullus vulgaris, 
as the fruit is scientifically called, look 
back with longing to last year, when 
an average crop was gathered, and two 
years ago, when the production of wa­ 
termelons broke all records for num ­ 
b er and quality, and in some sections 
o f the country melon growers were ea­ 
g e r to give them away, since m arketing 
Did not pay freight charges. Tills year 
Che melon situation is far different. 
T he output Is barely 40 per cent of 
W hat It should he, and prices are cor­ 
respondingly high. Dealers are asking

New York, probably the greatest m ar­ 
ket in the world, reports that not in 
many years bas the crop been so poor 
aud the average price so high. 
The poorness of this year’s melons, in 
the south and east at any rate, may be 
attributed to the late wet spring and 
th e beat and variability of the early 
p art of the summer. W atermelon time 
ln'gin* about the Isl of .lune and lasts 
until the 1st of September, but the real 
season is July and August. 
Eastern watermelon dealers get their 
first specimens about the middle of 
June. The early melons arrive from 
Florida, and the price this year has 
been as high us $50 for KH). Later tile 
fra il comes in from Georgia, South 
Carolina, North Carolina, Virginia aud 
M aryland in turn. The last named state 
•is the one farthest north in which wa­ 
term elons are grown in quantity. The 
fmarkets In the middle aud western 
p arts Of the United States are sup­ 
plied from Texas, Missouri, Arkansas 
and neighboring states. None of the 
Western, melons leaches the eastern 
m arkets, ainee the freight charges pre­ 
clude th e possibility of protit. Quanti­ 
tie s of the watermelon’s sister fruit, 
th e cantaloupe, or muskmelon, howev­ 
e r. reach New York from tin* west. 
W aterm elons are shipped In carload 
Jots, about 1.2(H) constituting a load. 
'T he average price this season has been 
about 8250 a carload, giving each mel­ 
on a wholesale price of 20 cents. It Is 
Interesting to note that one weighing 
'teas than 20 pounds is not considered 
m arketable 
and 
that 
the

w eight is 30 pounds. Very few Ameri* 
• t an melons are shipped abroad. Amer­ 
icans are quite willing and able, even 
In seasons of plenty, to consume all 
th a t are grown. The watermelon is not 
unknown in foreign countries, howev­ 
e r, since the vine is a native of Asia 
mid Africa. Travelers’ tales inform us 
th a t not even in the heart of the south­ 
ern black belt are melons found as lus­ 
cious as some thai grow wild in the 
► African jungle. Those who know the 
possibilities of a 50 pound Georgia 
“ m i'w n ” take this assertion with a

the ripest, riches of hearts. Planters 
also are beginning to learn that it pays 
to devote tim e and attention to the 
growing of excellent varieties. 
For 
this reason there has been during the 
past few years a tendency on tin* part 
of advanced growers to ship in crates 
and boxes with special labels. 
One 
planter whose fruit goes largely to the 
Chicago m arket labels his product with 
the Biblical quotation, “By their fruits 
shall ye know them .” 
Viewed as an Item In the commerce 
of the Toited States, die watermelon is 
of considerable importance. One hun­ 
dred million melons is one estim ate of 
the size of the average crop. W hen one 
considers the great number of men 
needed to handle these, it will easily 
be seen that thousands of people make 
their living from the fruit. Even after 
it goes to the market the melon posses 
through three or four hands before 
reaching tin* consumer. Later, when 
the watery inside is only a delightful 1 feller Interests, 
memory, tile rind furnishes work for 
an army of garbage gatherers in the 
cities. Truly Hie watermelon Is a fruit 
whose greatness is unappreciated by 
the average eater.

A generally believed report In con­ 
nection with the rivalry between J. 
IMerpout .Morgan and John D. Rocke­ 
feller for the financial mastery of the 
new world is that Mr. Morgan will 
turn his banking business into a cor­ 
poration, says the New York Journal. 
Web individuals, having established 
highly successful banking aud trust 
companies, have before this converted 
their firms into stock companies, re­ 
taining control. At the same time they 
have lessened individual liability and 
greatly increased the scope of their 
powers. 
Those who know Mr. Xlorgan are em ­ 
phatic in saying that if J. P. Morgan 
& Co. were made, say, the Morgan com­ 
pany, it would certainly be for tile pur­ 
pose of increasing power rather than 
for lessening individual liability. 
By 
this means Mr. Morgan could draw to 
himself both the pledge aud capital of 
bis friends, at the same time increas­ 
ing his command of their loyalty aud 
their money. 
Furthermore, he would 
be able to guard himself more thor­ 
oughly in any contingency against the 
onslaughts of his enemies. 
Should the Issue ever be draw n, 
should the last fight ever be fought, 
John D. Rockefeller would have less 
c hance against a Morgan company than 
against the man J. P. Xlorgan. 
Be­ 
sides, corporations never die, and the 
friends of Xlorgan, one of the most ro­ 
bust of men, promising the most ex­ 
traordinary longevity, are Inclined to 
think that it were wiser for the law 
to perpetuate tile tremendous enter­ 
prises of which he Is the head rather 
than risk them to fate and accident, 
such as may come to any man. 
It is argued by Wall street mon that 
with a chatter Of general powers the 
Morgan company would have even a 
greater capacity than now belongs to 
the group of men of whom Morgan Is 
the center, 
Xlorgan has taken Into 
partnership ninny of his lieutenants, 
like George W. Perkins, one of the vice 
presidents of tho New York Life In­ 
surance company. 
Under corporate 
form he could take in many more, and 
in the m atter of capital it would be ex­ 
panded as occasion required to any 
sum. 
Wall street Is Intensely interested in 
the almost daily alignment of forces in 
the struggle between the Xlorgnnhund 
and the Rockefeller clique for the chief­ 
ship of the financial field. 
They are 
busy counting up the resources,of the 
respective sides and trying to figure 
out who on a mere show of wealth 
would win. In this connection a prom­ 
inent Wall street banker, who for rea­ 
sons of policy does not wish his name 
mentioned, made a startling statem ent 
regarding the resources of John D. 
Rockefeller the other day. 
Ile is In a 
position, by reason of close business 
relationship, 
to 
kuow of 
what he 
speaks. Ile said:' 
” 1 have read the recent Wall street 
articles In The Journal regarding the 
rivalry between the Morgan and Rocke- 
I think the articles 
have described the situation pretty ac­ 
curately. but of one thing I am certain 
—Tile Journal has underestimated the 
wealth of John D. Rockefeller, 
I have 
never seen a newspaper statement that 
approximated it. 
Instead of their fig­ 
ures I should say XIr. Rockefeller is 
worth little less than a thousand mil­ 
lions today. 
‘‘Take his holdings in Standard Oil 
aloue. 
They have been worth during 
the present year more than $300,000,- 
000. 
But it must be remembered that 
Xlr. Rockefeller, who squanders less 
than most rich men ou his personal 
wants, bas been growing rich at the 
rate of compound Interest. 
“I don’t think auy man will deny 
that Mr. Rockefeller has made an av­ 
erage of $30,000,000 a year for ten 
years. 
The reiuvestment or this sum 
alone, supposing he had no principal, 
at 5 per cent compound Interest would 
mean the addition of more than $4uo,- 
000.000 to his riches. 
‘‘But the securities from which this 
Income has been derived have steadily 
increased Id value. 
Ells Standard Oil 
holdings lo three or four years have 
doubled In m arket value, bis railway 
and other securities have advanced tre­ 
mendously, and in the past three years 
his wealth bas increased In a sum 
which would astonish the American 
people lf the actual figures were laid 
before them. There are few first class 
railroads In which he does not own 
some of the stock; there are few trusts 
In which be has not been compelled to 
reinvest his constantly Increasing in­ 
come. 
At the present quotations for 
securities It is Impossible that he should 
be worth much less Qian a thousand 
million dollars. 
“As for the rivalry between Xlorgan 
and Rockefeller, as they are the two 
men who control the most money in 
America I think this rivalry is natural. 
As yet, however, I think it is without 
hostility. 
Both men are Interested in 
many of the same enterprises. Certain­ 
ly I believe th at the only man in a 
financial sense to whom Mr. Xlorgau 
takes off his hat is John D. Rockefel­ 
ler. 
The sane, observant man well 
knows the sileut Intern power of his 
vast millions, aud I should say that at 
the present time It would be a risky 
venture for Xlr. Morgan or any other 
person on earth to wage financial war 
against John D. Rockefeller aud his 
biniou.”

Statistics of the principal libraries 
belonging to the several departm ents 
of the government reveal the existence 
iii W ashington of a large num ber of 
books, maps and pam phlets, many col­ 
lections of 
which 
are exceptionally 
complete in special lines of research. 
A list is given of 28 libraries, which 
contain among them 2.01)2.430 books, 
f 15,209 pam phlets and 109,883 maps. 
Of those the largest is the Library of 
Congress, 
which 
contains 
1.000,000 
books and pam phlets and 55,700 maps. 
These numbers are inclusive of 250,- 
000 books and pam phlets in the library 
of the Sm ithsonian Institution and 
80.000 'n that of the supreme court. 
Next in the order of size is the library 
of the Army Xledical museum, with 
135,058 books and 229,540 pamphlets. 
The library of the bureau of education 
contains 81,872 books and 140.004 pam ­ 
phlets, that of the patent office 74.140 
hoi Us. th at of the departm ent of agri­ 
culture 08,000, th at of the departm ent 
of state 03,000 and th a t of the geolog­ 
ical survey 47,000 books, 77,027 pam­ 
phlets and 29,185 maps. 
The depart­ 
ment of justice lias a library of 30,000 
volumes, the navy departm ent 33,035 
rih] the w ar departm ent 49,000 books 
and 2.000 pamphlets. 
The other libra­ 
ries listed contain eaeli from 2.200 to 
25.000 volumes and altogether some 
lit),OOO pamphlets. 
Other libraries in the District of Co­ 
lumbia bring the grand total to more 
than 2,500,000 volumes, 570.000 pam ­ 
phlets and 110,000 maps. assembled in 
large part by specialists in eypry field. 
All the libraries are accessible and are 
maintained at a high standard of effi­ 
ciency. 
S to ra g e o f V a lu a b le P aper*. 
Mr. F. E. Rittm an, the auditor for 
tlie w ar departm ent, has made his an­ 
nual report to Secretary Gage. 
Mr. Rittm an urges th a t a safe place 
lie provided for storing valuable pa­ 
pers and says: 
“The question of securing a proper 
aud safe place for storing the valua­ 
ble archives of the government is not 
n new one. 
Papers and documents of 
the late ttilrd auditor’s office were un­ 
der the act of July 31, 1894, deposited 
lu and are now a part of the records 
of this office. 
Thousands of boxes of 
these papers were placed In the Cox 
building, 1707 New York avenue, no 
further storage room being available 
In the W inder building. 
The impor­ 
tance of rearranging and properly car­ 
ing for these papers Is emphasized 
whpn it is known th at they must be 
consulted in nearly all cases referred 
to this office through the secretary of 
the treasury by tile court of claims 
and in claims presented to congress 
for property losses sustained (Ruing 
the civil war. 
The facilities for work 
in the Cox building are limited, the se­ 
curity of the papers is very doubtful, 
a n i their loss would be irreparable.” 
W aah ln iiton 'a L u n ch room s. 
“ In all my experience as a traveling 
man,” said Mr. Fred J. Squires of De­ 
troit tile oilier night. “ I have never 
seen so many dairy lunchrooms in one 
town as in W ashington.

Being well filled with 
vegetable m atter, it bas a value as a 
fertilizer of Itself when used on sandy 
soil or other places deficient in vegetal 
I hie m atter. 
W hen dry. it has but lit- 
I tie weight, yet is about as absorbent 
and porous as a sponge and possesses 
tile j tower of retaining the m oisture it 
absorbs. 
Fo much does it have this 
power that it is often well to facilitate 
drying in the sum m er by working it 
over aud mixing with it leaves or 
straw y manure, both to increase vegeta­ 
ble m atter in it and to admit more air 
Into the heap to dry it. As an absorb­ 
ent of ammonia it is valuable to use 
for burying dead anim als or fish or for 
mixing night soil and hen manure. 
! When large anim als are to be buried in 
| It to be converted into fertilizer, use 
plenty of unslaked lime around the 
carcass to basten decomposition and to 
prevent the escape of unpleasant odors. 
There are but few farm s which have 
not somewhere a deposit of such muck, 
and often two jobs can be combined 
by taking it from ditches, which will 
also serve to drain the swam p or bog. 
The best time for digging it Is when 
the season is very dry.

Pen­ 
nington choked the woman into in­ 
sensibility. accomplished his intention 
and fled through the woods nearby. 
As soon as she regained her senses 
Mrs. Davis crawled to the house ami 
’old her husband what had happened. 
A large posse was quickly organized 
'n th bloodhounds and they chased the 
negro until early W ednesday morning, 
when he was captured in a swamp. 
Admitted His Guilt. 
He was bound hand and foot/ and 
taken to the Davis home for identifi­ 
cation. 
News of the assault on Mrs. 
Davis had been spread 
for 
miles 
t round Enterprise, and every farm er 
in the neighborhood had joined in 
the pursuit. 
When the posse arrived 
with Pennington at least 500 persons 
were gathered near the Davis resi­ 
lience. 
A great shout w ent up when

the men withdrew to the woods and 
quietly awaited

Mrs. Davis recognized him as 
I er assailant and the negro broke 
down and wept.

The negro saw his doom, 
end with a scream of terror fell in a 
faint.

No announcement made In recent 
years by a medical man of high stand­ 
ing bas aroused so much interest as 
Professor Robert Koch’s utterances 
concerning tuberculosis or consump­ 
tion. Dr. Koch’s views have set the 
medical world by tile ears, and the war 
for and against his theories is being 
waged fiercely. They were promulgated 
at the congress on tuljereulosis held in 
Loudon a short time ago. 
Pn fessor Koch’s main theme was 
the best method of fighting “the white 
scourge” in the light of experience 
gained in combating the bubonic dis­ 
case. cholera, hydrophobia and espe­ 
cially leprosy. The last named he de­ 
scribed as caused by a parasite closely 
resembling the tubercle bacillus, Dr. 
Koch pronounced hereditary consump­ 
tion to be extremely rare aud considers 
that the sputum «»f the consumptive 
patient is the chief source of infection. 
Thus far I u\ Koch’s views were in 
accordance with those of many of the 
experts present at the congress, but he 
exploded a bombshell when he said 
that hum an tuberculosis could not be 
transm itted to or by anim als and Hint 
tile danger of infection by tile milk or 
meat was hardly greater than by hered­ 
itary transm ission. 
Measures against 
possible infection of hum an beings 
through such sources are inadvisable, 
in Dr. Koch’s opinion. 
The chief source of human tuberculo­ 
sis is the diffusion of sputum, and nat­ 
ural preventive measures are the re­ 
moval of patients from small over­ 
crowded dwellings, the establishm ent 
of special hospitals for them, tile com­ 
pulsory notification to the health nu 
tliorities of eases of tubercular disease, 
system atic disinfection of sickrooms 
and the founding of sanitarium s where 
cun s may be effected. W ith such pre­ 
cautions generally taken Dr. Koch <x 
presses hopes of ultim ately stamping 
out (lie discase that annually claims 
hundreds of thousand* of victims. 
Dr. Koch's revolutionary views eon 
cerning the impossibility of transm it 
ting tuljereulosis by cattle are combat­ 
ed by many eminent men of science. It 
is pointed out that in declaring the 
nonidentity of human and bovine til j 
heroics he has not enunciated a new 
theory. The general opinion seems to ■ 
be that Dr. Koch's views are quite too : 
sanguine and that In the light of con­ 


to science in general ever put forth,” 
signs have not l»beu w anting lately 
thai isis influence is waning.

blow was dealt to His reputation by the 
failure of his antituberculosis lymph 
to meet expectations. 
The Medical 
Record, one of the leading professional 
papers of America, said in regard to 
Dr. Koch’s recently expressed views: 
“Robert Koch is not the authority lie 
gave promise of being earlier in bls 
caret'!', aud there is no longer any rea­ 
son to accept as true any assertion 
which he chooses to make simply be­ 
cause he has made it. He lias lost the 
caution of the real scientist.”

American and foreign physicians still 
turn 141 Koch as an authority on tuber­ 
culosis and kindred maladies.
